a versatile outfit for hikers 



author’s complete photo outfit for backpacking: is compact 
and light, yet includes small tripod and equipment for close-ups. 


Rugged dependability, light weight and compactness 
are the main requirements of a camera to be used by 
a photographer who must carry all of his belongings 
on his back. 

And, because the backpacker is limited by how 
much weight he can comfortably carry, all his equip¬ 
ment must be selected by a weight usefulness ratio. 
The first problem is what equipment should be in¬ 
cluded. After years of trial and error I have devised 
several outfits that vary according to the time of 
year, what I intend to photograph, and the area in 
which I will be operating. 

My basic outfit includes the M3 with case and 
MR Meter, a 50mm and a 135mm lens with hoods 
for both. With this combination I am able to take 
advantage of most of the subject matter I encounter 
except for close-ups. 

(1ose-up photography demands additional equip¬ 
ment. To minimize the added weight and space occu¬ 
pied. I have relied on the Visoflex and the Universal 
Focusing Mount. By using these in conjunction with 
one or two lightweight extension tubes and the lens

heads of either the 90 or 135mm lenses, there is vir¬ 
tually no subject matter that I cannot photograph 
successfully. All of this equipment is small, light¬ 
weight and can be put into operation in seconds. The 
charts list some possible combinations and weights. 

Packing the equipment presents some special prob¬ 
lems. Although Leica equipment is rugged, it is still 
vulnerable to the three D’s: Dust, Damage and Damp¬ 
ness. To combat these, I use expendable plastic 
freezer bags. These bags will last a week or more 
under average wilderness conditions. If a longer trip 
is planned, additional bags can be taken in the pack 
to replace the old ones as they wear out. 

The bags should be three to four times larger than 
the piece of equipment they will contain. Rolled 
around the item after it has been placed inside, they 
form a good protective cushion, especially for items 
like the Visoflex and focusing mounts. 

All lenses not in use are capped on both ends before 
being wrapped. This also applies to any piece of 
bayonet-mounting equipment. The Visoflex is given 
added protection by rolling it up in an old sock. 
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Placement of equipment is another consideration. 
The camera with case, 50mm lens and meter is hung 
on one of the pack frame uprights and so is avail¬ 
able for immediate use. Close-up units are not gen¬ 
erally needed while hiking along the trail and so I 
carry them inside the pack, rolled up in the outside 
end of the sleeping bag which further protects them 
from damage. When long-focus lenses are taken in 
their normal (rangefinder-coupled) mounts, they are 
carried in the outside pack pockets where they can 
be easily reached should they be needed some time 
during the day. Thus, it is not necessary to undo the 
entire pack to put them into operation. 

The backpacker must also consider some special 
precautions in wilderness photography. Working in 
high altitudes, for example, generally means colder 
temperatures, so the camera must often be protected 
against freezing. I have never had my M3 winterized 
but I carry it inside my jacket when operating for 
long periods of time in freezing temperatures. Body 
heat is enough to keep it operating and the camera 
is not removed from inside the jacket until I am 
ready to shoot. I put it back as soon as I have taken 
the picture to avoid difficulties. 

Another problem encountered at high altitudes is 
the effect of freezing winds on an open camera body 
during lens changing. The camera must be shielded 
against this; otherwise the shutter may freeze. Under 
these conditions I turn my back to the wind, partially 
open my jacket and change lenses inside the jacket. 

I have never had the shutter freeze using this method. 

High altitudes also mean intense ultra violet and 
excessive light reflections. UV filters and lens hoods 
are needed under these conditions if high quality 
photographs are expected. 

Maintenance is also a prime consideration in the 
back country. And, as there are no convenient repair 
shops to run to in case of damage or neglect, it is 
essential that extra care be given to all equipment. 

I carry a small lens brush and a package of tissue 
for glass surfaces and a soft rag for wiping metal 
parts. In addition, I carry a small half-inch-wide 
paint brush which is handy for cleaning bayonet 
and threaded mounts should dirt find its way into 
the mechanisms. 

Because of the weight factor, accessories must be 
limited to essentials. I have found that two or three 
filters, a cable release, lens hoods and, on occasion, 
the table top tripod with ball-and-socket head are 
all that I ever need. The ball-and-socket tripod, how¬ 
ever, is taken only when I intend doing close-up work. 
If I need some type of support with other equipment 
I use the pack to steady the camera; it works quite 
nicely for an improvised support. 

I always carry 36-exposure rolls of film. This cuts

down the amount of film carried, reduces the num¬ 
ber of times film must be changed, and thus lessens 
the chance of dirt entering the camera body. 

Before leaving on a trip I remove all of my film 
from the cardboard boxes it comes in and carry it in 
the little metal film cans (I shoot color nearly 
always.). I seal each lid with a piece of masking tape 
and mark the tape with the film type and ASA rating. 
When I change film I put the exposed roll in the 
empty can but I do not reseal it with tape. There is 
no confusion as to what film has been exposed. It’s a 
simple system, but it works. 

Most trips into the back country are taken with 
friends. When one person is going to do the photog¬ 
raphy for the whole group, the weight can be divided 
among other members so no one person will be bur¬ 
dened with the heaviest pack. On an extended trip 
one time, a friend of mine thought I had taken too 
much photographic equipment along. But after we 
returned home, and 1 later gave him his copies-of 
the prints from our trip, he admitted my Leica had 
been worth more than its weight in dehydrated soup!

preserve the image quality you paid for 


More than a century of experience has gone into mak¬ 
ing the lenses on your Leica sharp and crisp-cutting. 
So, don't throw away that built-in excellence by 
sloppy camera handling or a poor choice of film or 
developer to do the specific photo job you are plan¬ 
ning. There are a good many ways to protect the 
inherent sharpness of your Leica lenses; if you keep 
just a few of them in mind, you’ll not be troubled 
by poor results. 

The most effective tool in getting sharp pictures 
is good, strong light. There are ways, of course, to 
compensate for weak light, but the stronger the light, 
the more you can rely on those twin sharpness aids - 
a fast shutter speed to minimize camera motion and 
a small lens aperture for greater depth of field. 

A strong light also lets you use a slow, high-resolu¬ 
tion film (those with speeds up to ASA 64) at rea¬ 
sonably fast shutter speeds. Fine-grain films, such 
as Kodak Panatomic-X (ASA 32), Adox KB-14 (ASA 
20) and Agfa Isopan FF (ASA 25), are basically 
sharper due to less apparent graininess and retain 
their sharp image in enlargements up to 11 x 14 and 
even 16 x 20. Their good contrast also helps your pic¬ 
tures to appear sharp. For color work, the slower 
films also offer the finer grain structures. Koda- 
chrome II at ASA 25, for instance, is the finest- 
grained of all the color emulsions readily available. 

You can help the definition of the black-and-white 
films along with a high-resolution developer. While 
such developers as Acufine, Rodinal, Agfa Atomal 
New and Ilford Microphen will get the greatest 
sharpness out of all slow speed films (ASA 16-64) 
others are most effective when used in a particular 
combination. Kodak D-76 developer and Panatomic-X 
film make up one such pair designed to deliver max¬ 
imum sharpness. 

Proper exposure and development also contribute 
to sharpness. Overexposure causes an excess of silver 
grains to be exposed and blurs the outlines of tonal 
areas. Overdevelopment compounds the former crime 
and increases graininess. Both contribute to loss of 
image quality. “Pushing” the speed of both black- 
and-white and color films will increase graininess. 
The solution to the exposure problem lies in learning 
how best to use your exposure meter or the meter 
built into your Leicaflex and to trust its recommen¬ 
dations for speed or aperture. 


Using a solid tripod is another excellent way to 
avoid camera movement. It allows you to go to a 
slower shutter speed, thereby permitting the depth- 
of-field advantage of a small aperture, while main¬ 
taining the needed shooting steadiness. 

The handy little Leitz Table Tripod — small but 
steady — can go more places and perhaps do more 
things than a full-sized tripod. Designed mainly for 
tabletop use, it sits just 8% inches high when used 
with the Ball-and-Socket Head shown here. It can 
even become a “chest-pod” used for extra steadiness 
with long lenses and/or slow speeds. As long as you 
stand reasonably still, your pictures will be as sharp 
as your shutter release is gentle. Because of its com¬ 
pact size and light weight you can also use the tripod 
against a wall for extra steadiness. The chest-pod 
works particularly well at sporting events - racing, 
football, etc. The three legs of the Leitz Table Tripod 
swivel around to a nesting position so the unit can be 
stored easily in a gadget bag or carried in a pipe 
holster anchored to your belt. 

Of course, when possible, a high shutter speed is 
one of the sure-fire ways to sharp pictures. Unless 
the need for great depth of field dictates otherwise, 
a good rule to follow is use the highest shutter speed 
you can with the optimum aperture of your lens (usu¬ 
ally two or three f/stops smaller than the maximum 
aperture). And no matter how steady you think your 
hands are, never hand hold a camera at speeds slower 
than 1/30 second. In fact, try for at least 1 60 second 
at all times. 

Many photographers use a railing, table or other 
fixed object for support even when they can use a 
fast shutter speed. This further cuts down possible 
camera movement, but you can prevent additional 
jarring even more if you use a cable release. If you 
don’t have a cable release handy, use the seif timer. 
This permits the camera-on-railing to “settle down” 
before the critical instant when the shutter goes off. 
And, if you like, you can jump into the picture. But 
be sure not to move once you’re in the picture or you 
won’t come out sharp. 

If you can’t have that strong, bright light, use 
one of the fast black-and-white films — Kodak’s 
Tri-X Pan (ASA 400), Ilford’s HP4 (ASA 650) and 
Agfa’s Isopan Record (ASA 1200) to permit ade¬ 
quately fast shutter speeds in poor light. They also

have an added advantage in that you can double, and 
even triple, their official speed ratings with the 
proper special development — although you will need 
to accept increased graininess. 

Color transparency films with fast ratings are 
GAF’s Anscochrome 500 and Kodak's High Speed 
Ektachrome (ASA 160; with special processing, 400). 
However, they are balanced for daylight and if used 
in tungsten light without filters (which cut their 
speed) will produce slides with an overall red cast. 

Another thing to keep in mind is that sharp pic¬ 
tures are not purely the result of proper shooting 
techniques. There are several paths to sharpness 
insurance in the darkroom. One is to mount your 
enlarger on a solid base. Do it with the idea that 
once it’s in place it will stay there forever. A solid, 
wooden bench anchored to the floor and or wall is 
the most practical. If possible, keep your enlarger 
stand away from your wife’s washer-dryer complex 
or other vibration-producing basement items (oil 
burner for instance). Otherwise, don’t print while 
the laundry is in operation. 

It goes almost without saying that your enlarger 
should be precisely made — rigid, built to close tol¬ 
erances and designed specifically for use with 35mm 
negatives. The Leitz Focomats meet these require¬ 
ments, even featuring an illumination system that 
provides excellent image contrast while minimizing 
spots and scratches on the final print. 

Classless negative carriers hold the film flat in 
the focal plane of the enlarger yet reduce the number 
of surfaces to which dust and dirt can cling. 

What’s more, a good enlarger lens (or projection 
lens for color slides) is just as important as a good 
camera lens. A high quality projection printing lens 
will help you get the most out of your critically 
focused negative or transparency. 

Like an enlarger for printing, a projector must 
also be of top quality or the sharpness of the original 
camera lens will have been wasted. Projectors like 
the Pradix, Pradovit, Prado, etc., meet the special 


needs of 35mm projection. Not only projector lens 
quality, but also efficient condenser design, and 
mechanical precision that places the film consistently 
in the focal plane each time play a part in retaining 
image sharpness on the screen. You can also preserve 
sharpness by mounting your slides between glass to 
prevent film curvature and “popping” that often oc¬ 
curs when transparencies are left in cardboard 
mounts alone. 

The projection screen itself can influence picture 
sharpness. A matte screen surface, while somewhat 
less brilliant than a glass-beaded or lenticular one, 
will show the picture more sharply than the other 
surfaces and over a wider viewing angle. 

Incidentally, your own eyesight can affect the 
sharpness of your pictures — especially if you’re 
using reflex focusing in the Visoflex or Leicaflex. 
After all, if you can’t see the focusing screen image 
sharply, you can’t hope to be sure your lens is focused 
sharply, can you? So, if you need glasses for distant 
vision, wear them when you use the camera. Or, on 
the Leica M models and the Visoflexes I, II and III, 
you can add a correction lens made to your prescrip¬ 
tion to the camera or housing eyepiece, if you prefer. 

Contrast is an element in the appearance of sharp¬ 
ness in an image. Within limits, the more contrast, 
the sharper the picture looks. So, you can make a 
print appear sharper by the right choice of printing 
paper. Hard, grade 6 paper produces a more con¬ 
trasty image, creates a greater distinction between 
the different tonal masses in the picture, thus mak¬ 
ing it appear sharper. A flatly-lit scene becomes 
snappier and looks sharper when printed on a hard 
(more contrasty) paper as opposed to the normal 
contrast grade paper. 

So, there are many ways to keep sharpness in your 
prints and slides. You’ll probably develop little tricks 
of your own, with experience. For example, even 
your camera’s self timer can be used as a “soft” 
release for slow automatic exposures, to minimize 
vibration that might otherwise occur.

astronauts use half aTrinovid 10x40 


As Apollo ll’s ‘Eagle’ — the Lunar Module carrying 
the first men to set foot on the moon — settled gently 
toward the surface, it carried only what was consid¬ 
ered essential to the success of the mission. And, 
along with the miniature TV transmitter and the 
scientific instruments vital to experiments, LEM also 
carried a very special ‘half-pair’ of Leitz Trinovid 
10x40 binoculars for en-route observations. 

Similar glasses had accompanied other astronauts 
on other missions, and will also be a part of the ‘hard¬ 
ware’ in future NASA space exploration. Naturally, 
astronauts, working in lunar vacuum, can’t use opti¬ 
cal devices that must be brought close to the eye. 
Their helmets make this impossible. But, for in-vehi¬ 
cle observations of extra-vehicular phenomena, the 
sharp, brilliant and magnified image provided by the 
Trinovids is an essential aid. 

In its own fashion, the inside of an American space 
capsule is nearly as closely packed with components 
as a Swiss watch. As a result, great pains and much 
pre-planning go into the choice of every item taken 
aboard. Each bit of gear selected must combine tech¬ 
nical superiority, small size and light weight. 


Originally, after comparative testing by NASA 
of many makes and types of binoculars, ordinary 
‘off-the-shelf’ units of Trinovid were chosen and 
modified by their technicians for the requirements 
of space travel. They were divided into focusing 
monoculars to save weight and bulk aboard the cap¬ 
sules, and their black paint finish was replaced by 
a stable, anodized finish. The latter step was taken 
to prevent ‘outgassing’ (evaporation of toxic vapors 
from the paint) in the vacuum of outer space. 

The purpose of the Trinovid monocular thus cre¬ 
ated was to afford the astronauts distortionless, ten- 
times-magnified views of the moon’s surface, the 
separated sections of their own craft in flight and 
any other space ‘happenings’ they might encounter. 
The Apollo 8 and 10 teams confirmed the value of the 
converted Trinovids to the space program. For subse¬ 
quent missions, including the Apollo 11 mission, two 
of whose members were the first men to land on the 
moon, NASA ordered 12 more 10x40 ‘moonoculars’ 
directly from Leitz, who performed the necessary 
modifications to NASA specifications at the factory 
in Wetzlar, West Germany.

When Barabara Morss Marshall levels her lenses on 
tigers, seals or sleeping swans, the unsuspecting 
creatures are likely to be subsequently immortalized 
in sculptured clay. Miss Marshall’s apt exposures 
have often served as models for sculptor friend Leslie 
Burden Beer, and their respective work has been 
exhibited together felicitously at Cambridge’s Paul 
Schuster Gallery. 


Miss Marshall photographs animals wherever and 
whenever she can. Zoos are, of course, a ‘natural’ for 
her, but she photographs in them like any ordinary 
tourist, she says, without receiving special privileges. 
The Boston-based photographer has often stalked her 
quarry on the nearby islands of Nantucket and 
Martha’s Vineyard. And she has made such a repu¬ 
tation for herself that she was recently asked to do 


















a ‘portrait’ of someone’s favorite herd of cattle. 

Photography was at first a form of therapy for 
Miss Marshall after she had been given a camera. She 
has now been running her own business as a photog¬ 
rapher for the past twelve years. Among other things, 
she does work for Boston’s Educational TV station, 
theater photography, and calendars as well as infor¬ 
mal portraits of children. She has attended photo 
courses all over the country, including Ansel Adams’ 
Yosemite workshops, Harry Callahan’s at Berkeley, 
and Minor White’s and John Doscher’s Workshops. 


Standardizing on Plux-X film. Miss Marshall 
always photographs in black-and-white, doing her 
own developing and enlarging. She works with two 
Leica M3s, and the 35mm. 50mm Dual-Range, 90mm 
Summicron and 135mm Elmar lenses. Most of the 
photographs on these pages were shot with the 
135mm. Her favorite lens is the collapsible 90mm 
Elmar, because it is small, yet has “reach.”

Oskar’s “Oscar” 

The American Society of Magazine Photographers 
made a special, posthumous award last June “for 
developing the concept of the Leica Camera, the first 
35mm miniature camera capable of fulfilling pro¬ 
fessional requirements” to Oskar Barnack. Erich 
Glier. a director of Ernst Leitz GmbH, Wetzlar, 
makers of the Leica, personally accepted the citation 
on behalf of the company and his co-workers. 

In a short acceptance speech, Mr. Glier recounted 
some details of Barnack’s life and the background 
of the Leica. He illustrated his remarks with slides 
showing the prototype “Ur-Leica”, some early Leica 
photos and the “Leica Tree” which shows all 44 Leica 
and Leicaflex descendents of the first design. 

At the same ASMP gathering (The Annual Awards 
Meeting), other awards were given to the photog¬ 
rapher Hiro and photokina commissioner L. Fritz 
Gruber of Cologne, Germany. Other recipients were: 
Yoichi Okamoto, James Van der Zee, Ben Rose, Ro- 
mana Javits, Edwin L. Wisherd and Dr. Otto Schade.

At the recent Photo-Expo 69 a new film, GAF Color 
Print Film, was introduced. It is, like Kodak Koda- 
color-X, a color negative film from which both prints 
and transparencies can be made. What’s more, (and 
make special note of this!) it can be processed in C22 
color materials. As a matter of fact, GAF doesn’t 
offer processing for this new emulsion. You must 
send it to Kodak or to independent processing labs. 
By now your dealer must be familiar with this situ¬ 
ation, so he shouldn’t be too startled if you ask for 
Kodak processing for your GAF film. Initially the 
new film is available only in 126 cartridges, but is 
expected to be introduced in 35mm soon.

The wide and enthusiastic acceptance of new Leitz 
equipment—notably the Leicaflex SL and both Leica 
and Leicaflex lenses—has strained factory production 
as never before. To ease slow delivery situation that 
has resulted from this heavy demand, the Leitz fac¬ 
tory at Wetzlar, W. Germany is substantially increas¬ 
ing its production facilities, particularly for the 
making of lenses and the Leicaflex SL. 

Lens production is also being increased at the Leitz 
branch factory in Midland. Ontario, Canada.

35mm Summicron in black 

A version of the popular 35mm Summicron f/2 in a 
new, black-anodized aluminum alloy mount (Cat. No. 
11,309) was recently announced. Deliveries of the 
lens, which is designed primarily for use on Leica M4 
and earlier M2 cameras with built-in bright-line 
frames for this focal length, have already begun. 
While it is possible to use the lens on the M3, it does 
not have the “RF” range viewfinder converter nor¬ 
mally a part of 35mm lenses for the M3, and the 35mm 
optical viewfinder (Cat. No. 12,010) will have to be 
placed on the camera to determine the field of view. 
Those who have an M3 will be better off with the 
35mm Summicron f 2 lenses with optical viewer units 
specially designed for the M3 which will continue to 
be available in their present form (Cat. No. 11,108- 
chrome and Cat. No. 11,104—black). The new 35mm 
f 2 Summicron lens accepts the same type E39 screw- 
in filters as the former lens. It also permits the use 
of Series VII filter which fit into the lens hood (Cat. 
No. 12.504) supplied with the new lens. Price of the 
black-mount 35mm Summicron f 2 for M2 and M4 
Leicas, complete with lens hood accepting series 7 
filters, is $186.00.

lOOmm Macro-Elmar f/4 & Bellows 


The 100mm Macro-Elmar f 4 lens and Bellows, an¬ 
nounced as future accessories for the Leicaflex SL 
on the introduction of the camera are now available. 
The bellows can be used for close-ups with all the 
automatic-diaphragm lenses for the Leicaflex SL. as 
well as the 100mm Macro-Elmar; the diaphragm is 
wide open for focusing, closed to a preselected value 
before exposure at the end of the focusing. A double 
cable release is available for remote control of aper¬ 
ture and shutter control. 

The new bellows, which has 43-143mm of flange- 
to-flange extension, provides continuous focusing 
from infinity to 1:1 with the 100mm Macro-Elmar, 
and varying ratios of reproduction when used with 
other Leicaflex lenses, down to 3:1 with the 50mm 
Summicron-R f 2. Bayonet-mounting Leica lenses 
can be used on the bellows, principally for close-up 
work, with Lens Adapter Cat. No. 14,127"'. 

Exposures can be measured directly by the through- 
the-lens meter of the Leicaflex SL. The meter of the 
earlier Leicaflex, however, is blocked by the bellows 
lens panel. Exposure readings must be made with this 
Leicaflex off the Bellows. This exposure is then mul¬ 
tiplied by the exposure factor. 

A rotating, rectangular bar holds four extension 
and ratio-of-reproduction scales (including exposure 


factors) : A millimeter scale from 0 to 100mm, and 
ratio exposure scales for the 90mm Elmarit-R. 
100mm Macro-Elmar and 135mm Elmarit-R lenses. 

For vertical composition, the rear mounting ring 
of the bellows rotates to position the camera properly. 

The rigid base of the bellows has a built-in fine- 
focusing mechanism which can be used to focus the 
image without changing the reproduction ratio. It is 
operated by a locking knob on one side of the track. 
On the other side of the track, a second knob controls 
the bellows extension, which changes ratio as well as 
focus. Both European and U.S. standard tripod sock¬ 
ets are provided. 

The 100mm Macro-Elmar f 4 lens is especially 
corrected for close-up work and was designed for use 
on the Leicaflex Bellows only, since it has no focusing 
mount. It has four hard-coated elements.

A new member of the well-known Trinovid family of 
binoculars has recently become available. It is the 
8x40B, a glass especially designed for use by eyeglass 
wearers — although convertible instantly for those 
who do not wear glasses. 

The Trinovid 8x40B (like other “B” model Trino- 
vids) features an extra-long exit pupil distance. The 
exit pupil distance is the plane at which the eye should 
be held to best scan the image from the binoculars. 
If the distance is too short, normal eyes will see the 
entire image field, but eye-glasses will often prevent 
their user’s eyes from being held close enough to the 


binoculars to see more than a limited area of the field 
of view. With an extra-long exit-pupil distance, a 
binocular can be efficiently used by eyeglass wearers. 

To hold normal eyes at a proper distance for opti¬ 
mum viewing, the Trinovid 8x40B has reversible eye- 
cups of soft rubber that can be quickly repositioned 
to hold the unaided eye at the same distance as the 
eyes of an eyeglass wearer.
